The Season For 
School Boycotts 


Boycotts, sit-ins and the mass march form 


the trilogy of racial protest. Right now the boy- 
cott is in its ascendancy, and its use this winter 
is centered on the public schools of northern 
cities. Civil rights groups in Chicago are plan- 
ning a second school boycot there for Loday. A 
one-day boycott last October kept 250,000 Chi- 
cago children out of school. 


But a split in Chicago's Negro leadership 


reportedly has developed over the propriety of 
another boycott. Moderates question whether 
additional boycotts will accomplish much in 
changing existing patterns of racial segregation. 
The 
Chicago Board 
of Education recently 


promised to promote all practicable steps lead- 
ing to ethnic and racial diversity in Chicago 
public schools. But the more militant Negro 
groups consider this pledge "inadequate." 


Meanwhile, the Rev. Milton A. Galamison, 


coordinator of the February 3 boycott of New 
York City schools, has modified his position on 
a new boycott there, originally promised be- 
tween March 9 and April 17. In a news confer- 
ence, February 19, Galamison said a second 
boycott would be called "if it becomes neces- 
sary." Negro organizations in New York City 
are supporting a "silent prayer" march on City 
Hall and the Board of Education on Sunday, 
March 1, called by the National Association for 
Puerto Rican Civil Rights. A turnout of 100,000 
is predicted.

Rockefeller Forges Ahead In Most 
Important States Except New York

BUFFALO—The political sound-

ahead of Sen. Barry Goldwater 
in New Hampshire and that he will 
win lhat key primary. 


Reports from other Important 


states, including California and 
Oregon, also indicate that Rocke- 
feller is on the upgrade, Goldwa- 
ter on the down. 


However, there is one 
slate 


where Ihe Governor of New York 
will not have a unanimous dele- 
gation to the San Francisco con- 
venlion — namely, New York. 


In his home state Rockefeller 


, faces rebellion and biller opposi- 
tion from inside his own parly in 
both Syracuse and Buffalo. Dele- 
gates from these areas will vote 
against him next summer. 


Syracuse is a conservative GOP 


area where the majority of Re- 
publicans just don't like Nelson. 
Buffalo is a 
mi.xcd-up political 


pocket where Republicans are bat- 
tling against each other as vehe- 
mently as Democrats are feuding 
over civil rights in the U. S. Sen- 
ate. Here, Boh Grimm, Ihe GOP 
County 
Chairman, 
lias turned 


against Rockefeller's friend. Sen. 
Waller Mahoney. while Mahoney 
isn'l even speaking to his own 
brother-in-law, 
Johnny Sullivan, 


whom he pul on Ihe Senate staff 
in Albany only to case him out 
when Ihe liquor scandals began 
to embarrass the Rockefeller re- 
gime. 


Sullivan has now teamed up with 


Governor Scranton-. Fulltime Reluctant Candidate 


Norman Thomas, the old and likable warhorse of 


American socialism, goes on making his propaganda 
for his credo, which says something for his loyalty to 
a cause. But meanwhile the world of fact passes him 
by. He is always getting caught with his slatemenls 
down. 


For example, he said recently that under a "new 


formula" for coal mining, "coal would be turned into 
power and heat near the mine mouth." But, so he con- 
tinued, "it would be fanlaslic lo expect so good a plan 
to be carried out by competing managers of mines of 
various sizes, whose primary concern is to produce 
profits for private owners." 


Even as Mr. Thomas was talking, however, a 


number of eminently capitalist enterprises were get- 
ting set to turn coal "info power and heal near 
the mine mouth." The Commonwealth Edison Com- 
pany of Chicago is Just about io commit $100 mil- 
lion for a great "mine-mouth" electric generating 
plant near Springfield, Illinois, in the heart of the 
central Illinois coal region. The power, amounting 
to more than a million kilowatts, will he shipped 
to Chicago, 175 miles distant, by two 345,000-vott 
transmission lines, a real "coal-by-wire" propo- 
sition. 


Meanwhile, a similar project is under construction 


in Western Pennsylvania. 
Three eminently capitalist 


utilities, the Jersey Central Power and Light Com- 
pany, Ihe Pennsylvania Power and Light Company, and 
the Philadelphia Electric Company, have combined to 
»et a second "coal-by-wire" venture in motion in Arm- 
strong County, ten miles west of Indiana, Pennsylvania. 
The main contract for building the facilities needed to 
turn coal into steam, and then into electricity, at the 
projected 1,600,000-kilowatt Keystone Generation Station 
for shipment lo the populous east by 500,000-volt cir- 
cuits is in the hands of the Combustion Engineering 
Company. The Westinghouse Eleclric Company is build- 
ing two 800.000-kilowatt cross-compound generators for 
the Keystone plant, which gives Westinghouse the big- 
gest turbine generalor order in its history. 


The idea of "coal-by-wire" is to cut out the expen- 


sive handling involved in shipping coa! by rail and 
water. To meet the threat of "coal-by-wire," the rail- 
roads have already developed the so-called "integral 
coai train." Both of the new Illinois and the Western 
Pennsylvania mine-mouth ventures would have been 
impossible a few years ago, but some recent develop- 
ments in ultra high-voltage cables have overcome the 
last difficulties that stood in the way of profitable 
"coal-by-wire" operalions. 


The Common wealth Edison mine-mouth plant, 


which is to rise about a mile in conveyor-belt 
distance from one of the largest underground mines 
in the work), will, according to Us engineers, be 
fully as economical as a nuclear plant or as any 
conventional staam plant that is serviced by in- 
tegral train, barge or pipeline. Ami it will b* proof 
against slmt-d«wnf caused by railway strikes. 


From the slandpoint of cleanliness, "coal-by-wire" 


will have an extra-economic virtue, for it will keep 
coal dust and smoke from entering congested urban 
areas. 


Now, all of this ought to please Norman Thomas 


right down to the ground. It brings something into 
existence which he has always wanted. But it is doubt- 
ful that he will be sufficiently elastic to welcome "coal- 
by-wire" when it becomes a complete reality by 1967 
In Illinois and Pennsylvania, You see, the trick is 
being turned by capitalism, not by socialism. 
Mr. 


Thomas has been outflanked. Foiled again! 


Of course, the Commonwealth Edison, Company and 


the three participating companies in the West Penn- 
lylvania venture hope to make a profit out of the, deal, 
which is a scandal to socialists. But how does Mr. 
Thomas think the technology of the new ultra high- 
voitage .cables was brought into existence? Profits did 
It, profits plowed back into the sort of. experimentation 
that socialism, notoriously, bungles because bureau-

Tailormade Corneas A Technique Of Future 


Eye surgeons may be able to 


correct refractive errors by modi- 
fying the curvature of the human 
cornea with a grinding or polish- 
ing machine. But don't be in a 
hurry to throw away your specs 
as, to dale, Ihe method has been 
used only on animals. The pro- 
cedure was worked out by Dr. 
Jose f. Barraquer 
of Bogota, 


Colombia, one of the world's lead- 
ing ophthalmologists. 


The cornea is the transparent 


membrane covering the front part 
of Ihe eye (pupil and iris). Dr. 
Barraquer dissects away the outer 
layer of the structure, quick-freez- 
es the tissue, then grinds and 
polishes the inside surface to the 
desired contour. After thawing, 
the altered cornea is reimplanted 
in the eye. The technique is best

suited for near and far sighled- 
ness. 


The Colombian ophlhalmologist 


has an alternate method in which 
a cornea is removed from a vol- 
unteer, shaped like a lens, and 
inserted behind the cornea of the 
patienl.

The eye- 
ball curvature tends to change 
over the years and it is much 
easier to get fitted with new lenses 
than to have a second or third 
grinding operation.
